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State of Kansas to require tuberculosis 
screenings for all incoming students 



Freshmen 5 
transfer 
students now 
need to fill out a

AS students begin logging 
into iSIS to pay their 
bills and accept financial 
aid, incoming freshman 
and transfer students may notice 
holds already placed on their ac- 
counts, requiring them to fill out 
a tuberculosis screening online. 

Julie Gibbs, director of 
health promotion at Lafene 
Health Center, said K-State is 
required to screen all incoming 
students and readmitted stu- 
dents for the disease as per a 
higher authority. 

"It's actually the state of 
Kansas that is requiring us to do 
this," Gibbs said. "So we have 
to screen all incoming students." 

The screening form in- 
volves four questions, Gibbs 
said. Links to the questionnaire 
were sent in emails to the stu- 
dents, and holds were immedi- 
ately placed on their accounts 
that cannot be lifted until the 
forms are completed. 

"We already placed the 
hold on their account with this 
questionnaire," Gibbs said. "So 
to get that removed they need to 
go in and fill that out." 

Once it is filled out, Gibbs 
said students who are evaluated 
to be at risk for the disease are 



then contacted and asked to go 
to Lafene for the actual test. The 
questionnaire was developed af- 
ter K-State found out about the 
new requirements years ago. 

"We thought having the 
questionnaire would be a good 
way to kind of screen out those 
who didn't need the actual skin 
test," Gibbs said. 

Gibbs said she was part of 
the group of healthcare provid- 
ers and community members 
which helped establish the way 
K-State conducts the screening. 

"We formed a committee 
when we found out this require- 
ment (to screen students) was 
coming down," Gibbs said. "It 
only took a few months to be 
able to decide what we were go- 
ing to do and get iSIS involved." 

Filling out the question- 
naire online saves time, Gibbs 
said, and makes the process 
work more efficiently than hav- 
ing every new student go to 
Lafene to get tested. Gibbs said 
that would not have been logis- 
tically possible. 

According to Gibbs, though 
students can also go to Mercy 
Regional Health Center for test- 
ing, Lafene is cheaper. 

"For TB screening, we like 
to just have them come here," 
Gibbs said. 

Gibbs said the disease is 
dangerous because it is airborne, 
which is confirmed by informa- 
tion provided by the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention. 

"TB is highly contagious, 
and with all the greek hous- 
es and dorms it's really easy 
for that to spread," Gibbs said. 
"That's why we want to reduce 
the risk of that spreading." 

According to information 
provided by CDC spokesper- 
son Salina Smith, tuberculosis 
is a disease caused by bacteria 
that spreads through the air and 
can attack any part of the human 
body. It is also potentially lethal. 

Smith said the CDC is 
seeking to eradicate TB in the 
U.S. However, such efforts have 
not yet succeeded. 




"That's what we're work- 
ing toward," Smith said. "But 
it's not eradicated." 

Maj. Jason Krantz, environ- 
mental science and engineering 
officer and preventative medi- 
cine officer for the Headquar- 
ters Battalion of the 1st Infantry 
Division and Fort Riley, said the 
Army takes the same steps to 
control TB as it does other re- 
spiratory diseases. Krantz said 
the disease is not a major threat 
to the general population. 

"In the general public and 
the military in general, it really 
isn't that high risk," Krantz said. 

However, the U.S. Army 
still takes steps to ensure the 
disease is kept under control, 
Krantz said, in part because 
there is a higher risk of con- 
tracting the disease in coun- 
tries where soldiers may be de- 
ployed. 

"Just like any disease, you 
don't want it to establish itself," 
Krantz said. "There are coun- 
tries where there is antiriot re- 
sistant tuberculosis." 

Gibbs said students will 
only need to fill out the TB 
screening form once while at 
K-State. 

"From now on, everyone 
will have to do it just once," 
Gibbs said. 
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Adopt, don't shop: why you shouldn't purchase man's best friend

About two years ago, my 
family and I were forced to 
put down our golden retriever. 
Her name was Sundance, and 
she was about 14 years old. 
Cancer had taken its toll on 
her body. She was covered in 
tumors. She had stopped eating 
and was losing weight rapidly. 
Someone even reported our 
family to the police after we 
took a trip to the local dog 
park, thinking we were abusing 
her: she was that skinny. What- 
ever quality of life she once 
had was swallowed whole by 
her disease, and we could not 
stand to watch her decay any 
further. 

According to the Humane 
Society's website, U.S. shelters 
euthanize about 2.7 million 
cats and dogs each year, all 
of whom are adoptable and 
healthy. Our dog, Sundance, 
did not fall into this category 
of healthy animals being euth- 
anized. She was already gone 
by the time the veterinarian 
came to our home and filled 
her with an intravenous injec- 
tion of sodium pentobarbital. 
According to Peta's website, 
these deaths by animal eutha- 
nasia are "painless, quick and 
dignified." 

I have to agree. In cases 
where animals are left termi- 
nally ill and there is no quality 
of life, I do support animal 
euthanasia, which literally 
means "the good death." 
However, for the rest of the 2.7 
million cats and dogs put down 
for the intolerable reasoning 
of there is just no place else to 
put them is inhumane, lazy and 
most importantly, murder. 

Although a great amount 



of blame can be placed on the 
shoulders of overpopulated 
and crowded shelters, we must 
look at the bigger picture and 
equally point the finger, in 
this case, at the people putting 
more dogs on the streets in the 
first place. Breeders, puppy 
mills and even those families 
who do not adopt from shelters 
are all to blame for this killing 
cycle. We also mustn't forget 
about those owners who bite 
off more than they can chew 
when purchasing their first ani- 
mal and oftentimes dump them 
wherever they find convenient. 

As a foster home, my fam- 
ily and I have had too many 
puppies come in and out of our 
house under such conditions. 
I can remember my family 
fostering dogs when I was just 
a kid. This summer alone, we 
have fostered five dogs. 

Meatball, a lovable black 
Shitzu mix, was found in Hale, 
Missouri. A friend of ours was 
contacted and picked him up 
before he could be taken to a 
kill shelter. Piper and Bologna, 
two shepherd mixes, were 
advertised on a swap and shop 
Facebook page, saying that if 
they didn't find homes by the 
end of the day, they were going 
to be put down. Had we not 
found them first, these puppies 
might have found themselves 
face to face with death. Rather, 
face-to-face with a human and 
a needle. 

The number one reason 
the Humane Society reports 
that there are so many dogs 
flooding shelters all over 
the U.S. is because of low 
adoption rates. There are not 
enough people adopting dogs 
to balance out the number of 
dogs being rescued and put 
into shelters in the first place. 

According to a May 13 
online article in the Topeka 
Capitol- Journal, Kansas ranked 
second in highest number of 
breeders in the Humane So- 
ciety's census of dog breeder 
facility (puppy mill) violations 
in 20 states. For those of you 
curious as to where pet stores 
get their dogs, puppy mills are 
your best bet. The article in- 



cludes conditions such as dead 
rodents, severe matting of fur 
and excessive fecal matter. 

I could talk your ear off 
about disgusting and cruel 
puppy mills, inhumane breed- 
ers looking to make an extra 
buck, or bad animal owners in 
general. But, in order to make 



a big change, sometimes only 
the smallest step is needed. 
Visit your local shelter when 
thinking about purchasing your 
next pet. I know all of the pup- 
pies I ever fostered were given 
away for basically nothing, if 
money is ever a factor. Think 
of the hundreds of dollars you 



could save just by owning a 
mixed instead of a pure breed 
dog. Don't let man's best 
friend be let down by a system 
that kills because there is no

Whenever my parents would 
take my siblings and I over to my 
grandmother's place, I always heard 
my grandmother say "work sucks."

No matter how good the money 
was, why did she keep going to that 
specific job at that specific company 
when she hated it like she did? 

As I go about my daily activities

He would 
often stay up with it until 10 p. m., six 
days a week. He would talk to my 
mom about it in the car whenever we 
went somewhere. He even had two 
cell phones on him at all times, ready 
at a moment's notice if a client or job 
site required his attention, 24-hours 
a day. 

But, as I look back, I see he had 
found early on (he started construc- 
tion at age 13) what we should all 
strive to find: passion. He had a 
desire to do what he did, no matter 
how bad he was treated by his sub- 
ordinates, how infrequent the work 
was, or how long the hours were on 
construction sites in the hot Phoenix, 
Arizona sun. He couldn't stop him- 
self from thinking, talking or doing 
something related to work. 

Until very recently I had always 
resented him for that. Now, as I have 
grown into an adult, I have come to 
admire him. He found the one thing 
he loved to do, before what he did 
professionally mattered. 

We should all be so lucky.

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Volunteers brave triple-digit heat at Furniture Amnesty Day

The sixth annual Furniture Am- 
nesty Day was held in Manhattan City 
Park on Friday. Citizens from around 
Manhattan and the surrounding area 
donated and received unwanted fur- 
niture free of charge. The event was 
coordinated by the members of the 
Manhattan Good Neighbors Adviso- 
ry Committee 

Lynda Bachelor, project coor- 
dinator with the K-State school of 
leadership studies, said 372 pieces 
of furniture were donated this year. 
Manhattan residents could drop off 
furniture themselves or call and ar- 
range to have it picked up on Friday. 
The event lasted from 8 a.m. to 5 



p.m., with people lining up to pick 
through furniture as early as 6 a.m. 
Bachelor said. 

Bachelor said the event was 
modeled after a similar event that 
Colorado State University in Fort 
Collins, Colorado used to have. The 
event used to take place in May, but 
Bachelor said that since many leases 
start on Aug. 1, the Manhattan Good 
Neighbors Advisory Committee 
moved it to the last Friday of July in 
2010. 

"We planned this event around 
that so that it would benefit everyone, 
not just students," Bachelor said. 

Bachelor said 259 households 
participated in the event, either by re- 
ceiving or donating furniture. 

One of the volunteers was Rea- 
gan Keys, Student Governing Associ- 
ation president and intern at the city 



manager's office. Keys said he had 
been helping organize Furniture Am- 
nesty Day since June when he first 
started accepting calls to schedule 
donation pickups, though the bulk of 
the calls came the week of the event. 

"I planned most of the pickups," 
Keys, senior in agribusiness, said. "So 
for me, most of the logistical problem 
was getting calls Thursday and Friday 
to come and pick up furniture." 

Keys said seven trucks and drill- 
ers were donated for use, as well as 
one suburban which he said was do- 
nated by a private citizen. In all. Keys 
said 90 donation pickups happened, 
from around Manhattan and even 



outside of city limits. 

Weather was a concern the day 
of the event, as temperatures reached 
triple digits. Keys said that made it 
"kind of tough." 

"I'd rather it be nice and clear 
than rainy," Keys said. 

Program coordinator for Hands 
On Kansas State Mackenzie Mong, 
senior in political science and philos- 
ophy with pre-law, said the majority 
of her summer was invested in Fur- 
niture Amnesty Day. She is also do- 
ing an internship at the Konza Unit- 
ed Way ."It was really cool to see the

While Israel receives 
$3 billion annually in military aid from the U.S., 
fully 75% of this money must be spent with U.S. 
military contractors, making Israel a large 
customer of those companies. But since Israel is 
also one of America's strongest allies globally and 
its only true ally in the Middle East, this aid can be 
seen as a smart investment in our own country's 
defense. Virtually without exception, Israel's 
government and its people agree with and support 
the foreign policy objectives of the United States. In 
the United Nations, Israel's votes coincide with 
those of the United States over 90% of the time. The 
Arabs and other Muslim countries, virtually all of

them recipients of American largess, almost 
reflexively vote against the United States in most 
instances. 

Israel is America's major strategic asset in the 
Middle R)ast, the cradle of Islamist terror, which is 
dominated by tyrants and religious oppression and 
shows almost total disregard for human rights. 
During the decades-long Cold War, Israel was 
America's indispensable 
rampart against the 
inroads of the Soviet 
Union. It is now the 
bulwark against the 
aggressive intentions of 
^^^^^^^^^^^^ Iran. During Desert 
Storm, Israel provided 
invaluable intelligence, an umbrella of air cover for 
military cargo, and had personnel planted in the 
Iraqi deserts to pick up downed American pilots. 

A foreign intelligence bargain. Gen. George 
Keagan, former head of U.S. Air Force Intelligence, 
stated publicly that "Israel is worth five CIAs," with 
regard to intelligence passed to our country. He also 
stated that the yearly $3 billion that Israel received 
in military assistance was worth $50 to $60 billion 
in intelligence, R&D savings, and Soviet weapons 
systems captured and transferred to the Pentagon. 
In contrast to our commitments in Korea, Japan, 
Germany, and other parts, not a single American 
serviceperson needs to be stationed in Israel. 
Considering that the cost of one serviceperson per 
year - including backup and infrastructure - is 
estimated to be about $200,000, and assuming a 
minimum contingent of 25,000 troops, the cost 
savings to the United States on that score alone is 
on the order of $5 billion a year. 

Israel effectively secures NATO's southeastern 
flank. Its superb harbor, its outstanding military 
installations, the air- and sea-lift capabilities, and 
the trained manpower to maintain sophisticated 
equipment are readily at hand in Israel. It is the 
only country that makes itself available to the 
United States in any contingency. No, Israel is not a 
burden, but a tremendous asset to the United 
States. 



Israel is indeed America's unsinkable aircraft carrier in the Middle East and the indispensable defender of 
America's interests in that area of the world. The people of the United States, individually and through their 
Congressional representatives, overwhelmingly support Israel in its seemingly unending fight against Arab 
aggression and Islamist terror. But that support is not only based on the great strategic value that Israel 
represents to the United States. It is and always has been based on shared values of liberty, democracy, and 
human rights. Israel and the United States stand together in their fight against radical Islamist terrorism. 
This shared purpose and these common ideals will bind Israel and the United States forever.

Manhattan authorities investigate 
two Colorado Street house fires as arson

The Riley County Police
